tnd his secretary of state a 
“ murderer.” It does not entail 
the right of these men to reply . 
The President's s t a t e m e n t 
should now make it clear that this 
is neither his way nor the tradi­ 
tional American 
way 
of doing 
things. 


It is unfortunate that there have 
been some attempts, in and out, 
of government, to equate dissent 
with disloy alty or to shift the re­ 
sponsibility for the war on those 
who oppose it. 
Ev en if the President himself 
ma y o cca sio na lly defa ult o n his 
o wn wo rds in defense o f dis­ 
sent. the fa ct rema ins tha t the 
wa r dissenters a re a nd ha v e 
been a nd will co ntinue to be free 
to pro test a nd demo nstra te a nd 
ex press 
themselv es 
a il 
they 
wa nt. 
That they have so far fail« ! to 
sway either the government or 
any great numbers of the people 
is more an indictment of their 
ideas and tactics than would he 
any misguided 
official 
or unof 
final attempts to suppress them. 
History will determine whether 
the dissenters are right or wrong 
about Vietnam. But one thing can 
be said with certainty today : The 
President was never more right 
than when he said that freedom 
of speech will never harm Amer­ 
ica “as long as we remember it 
is a two-way street.”

COMPTON — Atty. Bernard 
Reese Jr., Rockford, challenged 
those in attendance at Memorial 
Day services held here in Brook­ 
lyn Cemetery to honor the dead 
but remember the living. 
Just returned from a three 
weeks tour of the front lines in 
Vietnam, Reese described it as 
the “ third bloodiest war that 
we have been in.” “ What right 
do we have to send a few for 
our 
own 
safety,” 
he 
asked. 
“ Freedom is your responsibility, 
not just that of men fighting In 
Vietnam.” 
Reese told some of his expe­ 
riences at Vietnam. He told that 
munitions are sent freely to 
North Vietnam and our men are 
not allowed to shoot until shot 
at. “ We are killing our own 
young men in Vietnam today 
and our government is allowing 
it to happen,” he stated. “ We 
do not have the right to sit 
idly by. . . . All we need do is 
stop the supplies coming into 
North Vietnam.” 
He challenged 
each 
one 
to 
take the responsibility of writ­ 
ing to representatives to tell 
them we want this done. 
Reese, who is widely traveled, 
is a member of the bar of the 
United States Supreme Court, an 
air force veteran of World War 
II, past chairman of the Na­ 
tional Affairs Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce and was 
on the staff at the University of 
Illinois. 
Dwaine Schneider, Compton, 
Introduced the speaker and led 
in prayer following the talk. 
Douglas Mathesius, commander 
of Brooklyn Post No. 657, Amer­ 
ican Legion, was in charge of 
the services. 
Wilbur 
Hanson, 
sergeant-at 
arms, presented the firing squad 
in a salute to the dead. Dugler 
Merritt 
Merriman 
played 
“ Taps.” 
Participating 
in 
a 
parade 
through Compton which preced­ 
ed the services were the Ameri­ 
can Legion Post and Auxiliary, 
Girl Scout Troop 137, Boy Scout 
Troop 390 and Cub Scout Pack 
309. All marched to position near 
the speaker's platform at the 
northeast corner of the ceme­ 
tery. 
Following 
the 
services 
the 
American Legion firing squad 
proceeded to the cemeteries at 
West 
Brooklyn, 
where 
they 
again executed the salute to the 
dead.

No reporters seek statements. 


The event is simply predict­ 
able routine. 
And because it is, many gov­ 
ernment spokesmen are of the 
opinion that such an orderly re- 


sponse of patriotism 
is 
vitally 
noteworthy in view of the na­ 
tional preoccupation with public­ 
ity being given to antimilitary 
dissent. 


The Pentagon, quite natural­ 
ly. believes that stories of this 
dissent are being printed entire­ 
ly out of proportion to their im­ 
portance and to the numbers of 
people involved. Officials feel 
the draft-dodging and flag-burn­ 
ing participants are compara- 
! tively few. And they weight their 
I belief with statistical evidence. 
“ As a matter of fact,” says 
| a Pentagon 
colonel, 
“ the 
rec- 
I ord indicates we have fewer 
draft problems and fewer rank- 
and-file problems now than we 
had in other wars.” 


The record referred to Is a 
conglomeration 
of 
Selective 
Service, Justice Department and 
Army data. It compares today’s 
conscription woes with yester­ 
day’s and is intended to support 
military conviction that, despite 
dissent, loyalty predominates. 


First, the SS figures. They in­ 
sist that the number of “ hard 
core” (habitual and deliberate) 
draft delinquents has actually 
dwindled in proportion to the 
nation’s 
growing 
reservoir of 
draft eligibles (most men born 
after Aug. 30, 1922). 


The SS describes a delinquent 
as anyone who actively avoids, 
hides from or refuses induction. 
Its data specifies that such de- 


linquency has increased only 35 
per cent since the Korean war, 
while, during the same period, 
the number of draft eligibles has 
increased over 150 per cent :

Finally, the Army data. It in- j 
sists that the number of overtly 
dissatisfied draftees in military I 
uniform has also shrunk mark-1 
edly over the years. As exam­ 
ple. the Army quotes the dimin­ 
ishing instances of AWOL con­ 
victions:

All of these numbers, certain­ 
ly, contain elements that are 
arguable. 
(There 
were 
more 
sole!**-»« in WWII. hence more 
draft dodging conviction.) Yet 
officials feel that the over-all in­ 
dication is legitimate and cor­ 
rect, that the number of war 
dissenting 
activists 
has 
not 


grown so much larger, only so 
much louder. 


Says the 
Pentagon colonel: 
“ If the antiwar, antidraft move­ 
ment was really serious in this 
nation, the military would be 
the first to feel the pinch. But, 
instead, the morale of the en­ 
listed nu'ii in the armed forces 
has never been higher. 
“ Take Vietnam. None of the 
troops 
enjoy being there, of 
course, but neither do signifi­ 
cant numbers of them object to 
being there. In fact, about 3.000 


•iiy and Navy people are 
extending their war duty every 
month. 
“ We feel that these soldiers 
represent the real sentiment in 
America today. And we feel that 


the flag burners 
just 
represent 
the same few percenters who 
are forever moaning and trying 
to get their pictures printed in 
newspapers.” 


The colonel, however, has no 
quarrel with the picture print­ 
ing. 
Indeed, “ they should be print­ 
ed.” 
Cameras must record the pro­ 
test, 
he 
says, 
and 
reporters 
must record the moaning. It is, 
after all, the stuff of public cu­ 
riosity. It s out of the ordinary. 
It’s the same as men biting 
dogs and the births of two-head­ 
ed horses. 
“ Unlike loyalty and patriot­ 
ism.” the colonel says, “ it’s 
news.”

French Cha ng e; 
De Ga ulle No n!

PARIS (NEA)—President De Gaulle, in the 
splendid isolation of bis gilded Ely see Palace, pre­ 
tends that France has not changed in a decade 
and that the Europeans still wait for him to lead 
them out of American bondage. 
Yet the old general — the last of the genera­ 
tion of statesmen that included Winston Churchill | 
and Franklin D. Roosev elt — seemed v ery tired 
and perhaps worried and discouraged when I saw 
him at Chancellor Adenauer's funeral in Bonn and 
at his last press conference in Paris. 
De Gaulle will be 8 1 when his term as president 
ex pires in 19 72. For another fiv e y ears he wHJ be 
In a position to delay Britain's entry into the 
European Common Market — which is inev itable — 
and carry <w his v endetta against the United States. 
But ev en members of his entourage of y es-men 
are not conv inced that the President will be able to 
hold on to power until 19 72. What will happen after 
he disappears from the political scene? As y et 
there is no successor ev en in sight who will be bold 
and influential enough to carry on De Gaulle’s 
policies. 
The “ my th of Gaullism” has been badly shak­ 
en, said the influential Paris newspaper, Le Monde, 
In a recent editorial. Ev en a prominent Gaullist 
told me that “ the President's tragedy is that France 
and Eu ro p e hav e changed while he clings to his 
impossible v isions.” 
The decline in De Gaulle’s popularity is due to 
many complicated economic, social and psy cho­ 
logical reasons. The 10 million French men and 
women who staged a successful 24-hour general 
•trike May 17 protested against the deterioration 
of their economic conditions. But they aim demon­ 
strated against De Gaulle’s persistent attempts to 
impose his peronal authoritarian rule on the nation. 
In 19 58 , I witnessed the general’s triumphant 
return to power. He was receiv ed as a hero by a 
disgruntled and frightened nation that was being 
bled while by the Algerian war. A succession of 
Weak gov ernments plunged France into chaos. 
De Gaulle was the right man In the right place 
•t the right time. He was France’s man of destiny . 
Only be could hav e granted Algeria independence 
Without prov oking a bloody civ il war. 
As compensation for the loss of Algeria, he 
offered the ordinary people the v ision of a France 
festered to her Napoleonic grandeur. For a nation 
plunged Into chaos this seemed like a bright future. 
But much has happened in France — as in the

rest of Europe, West and East — in the last decade. 
The new generation of Frenchmen no longer wants 
to be great. It wants to be comfortable. 
The French hav e acquired a passion for the 
American-ty pe “ le drugstore’’ and “ le supermar­ 
ket.” They want big refrigerators, fast cars and 
color telev ision. What was once regarded as Amer­ 
ican “ v ulgarity ” — and what De Gaulle personally 
detests most — is fast becoming a way of life in 
France. 
Economic discontent thus play ed an important 
role in the decline of De Gaulle’s popularity . Many 
wage earners feel that they hav e not had a fair 
share of France’s postwar economic dev elopment. 
They contend that the Gaullist regime has done 
little to ov erhaul the country ’s antiquated social 
and economic structure. 
French liberals resent the fact that De Gaulle, 
in pursuit of grandeur, spends billions of francs on 
the dev elopment of his “ own” nuclear bomb while 
the country is tragically short of homes, hospitals 
and schools. 
France's population, like that of other Euro­ 
pean countries, is steadily getting y ounger. And it 
is the generation that was bom after the end of 
World War II in 19 45 that regards De Gaulle’s 
policies — including his strong anti-Americanism 
— as an anachronism. 
Of course, one can alway s find in Paris a few 
thousand y oung Communists — both of the Russian 
and the Chinese v ariety — and beatniks, including 
a sprinkling of American ex patriates, ready to 
demonstrate against the war in Vietnam and “ Amer­ 
ican imperialism.” But the v ast majority of the 
new generation has little interest in Vietnam or 
international affairs. 
Die near-defeat of De Gaulle's party in the 
recent elections to the General Assembly and the 
unprecedented success of the general strike em­ 
phasized again that without De Gaulle his partisans 
hav e no political future at all. 
What will happen after the general’s demise is 
any one's guess. According to some politicians, the 
future belongs to 41-y ear-old Giscard d’Estaing, a 
former finance minister, whose Independent Repub­ 
lican Party currently supports De Gauie’s Union 
for the New Republic. 
Giscard d’Estaing is a conserv ativ e. But this 
would not prev ent him from forming a middle-of- 
the-road coalition gov ernment with the moderate 
leftists and socialists who are wonried by their cur­ 
rent alliance with the Communists.

The Do cto r Sa ys

Q—A boy I date has a mild case 
of tuberculosis. How can I av oid 
contracting it without refusing 
to see him? 
A—If y our firend’s disease is 
still communicable, he should 
be in a sanitarium. The disease 
is spread chiefly through sputum 
that has dried, is carried in the 
air on dust particles and is then 
inhaled by a susceptible person. 
It 
may 
also 
be 
transmitted 
through the use of common 
utensils, especially forks, spoons 
and drinking glasses. 
Nearly ev ery one is susceptible 
to this infection but susceptibil­ 
ity is greatly increased by being 
undernourished, generally run­ 
down, chronically tired or by 
hav ing such diseases as diabetes 
or any ty pe of lung ailment. Un­ 
til y our friend has been certi­ 
fied as being completely cured, 
kissing should be av oided. If he 
is the ty pe that lov es to cook, 


tell him gently but firmly that 


y ou will do the cooking or eat 
out. 


Q—What are the sy mptoms of 
tuberculosis of the adrenals? Is 


there any treatment beside hy ­ 
drocortisone? 


A—Any disease of the adre­ 
nals will cause weakness, easy 
fatigability , nausea and loss of 
weight. Drugs of the cortisone 
group are giv en to combat the 
adrenal deficiency but for the 
tuberculosis streptomy cin, iso- 
niazid and para-amino salicy lic 
acid are prescribed. 


Q—Does one hav e tuberculosis 
if the X-ray film shows white 
spots on one lung? 


A—Any thing that is opaque to 
X-ray s will be seen as light 
areas on the film. In the lungs 
these could be caused by tuber­ 
culosis, histoplasmosis, coccidio- 
oidomy cosis, cancer and v arious 
other inv asiv e diseases.

The four-color ads are big and 
bright. They paint a beautiful 
world in which man’s energy 
needs are supplied by clean and 
needs are supplied by clean and 
shining nuclear power plants. It 
would be great if the copy writ­ 
er’s dreanv were true. 
The sad and frightening fact 
is that the entire nuclear energy 
program, shrouded in secrecy 
and misrepresented by gov ern­ 
ment officials and by those who 
hope to gain from it, presents 
a demonstrable danger to Amer­ 
ica’s future. The giv eaway s in­ 
v olv ed are greater than those 
of the unlamented day s of the 
robber barons of American in­ 
dustry , and as in those times, 
the tax pay er is picking up the 
tab. There is one difference: in 
this y ear of our Lord, the tax ­ 
pay er may be financing his own 
destruction. 
Inquiries by responsible bod­ 
ies to the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission are ignored or answered 
with pleas of secrecy — ev en 
though foreign gov ernments are 
made priv y to techniques consid 
ered too hush-hush for domestic 
discussion. The tax pay er has al­ 
ready tossed $2 billion into the 
nuclear powder kitty , some of it 
for plants like Detroit Edison's 
$120 million effort, which has 
been shut down as a total loss. 
Other projects, totaling $300 mil 
lion, hav e been cancelled. 
And misspent money , for in­ 
stallations designed by men who 
admittedly are groping for an­ 
swers to the v ast problems in­ 
v olv ed, is the least of it. Mai 
colm Kildale, in his campaign to 
alert the public, has pinpointed 
the death of a child in Washing­ 
ton State as a result of an “ in 
adv ertent release” of poisonous 
radioactiv e iodine gas from the 
AEC’s Hanford Separation plant. 
There hav e been other deaths, 
numbering in the thousands 
“ For many y ears our nation 
has hidden 
these men from 
v iew, to die in obscurity , the 
forgotten casualties of supposed 
nation progress,” according to 
Michael F. Widman, research 
director of the United States 
Mine Workers Union. 
“ Unfortunately ,” Mr. Widman 
adds, “ the atom has come to 
town, to our cities, to our cen 
ters of population.” This has 
come about despite the warn 
ings of ex perts who state flatly 
that “ considerable further im 
prov ement in safety is required 
before large power reactors may 
be located on sites close to popu 
lation centers.” Among these 
ex perts is Dav id L. Lilienthal 
former chairman of the AEC. 
The AEC, in fact, is try ing 
to forget its statement of 19 57 
that 3,400 people could be killed 
and 43,000 people injured by an 
accident in a nuclear reactor 
And this applied to a 
plant 


built away from big cities and 
of a kilowatt power one-fifth 
that of the reactors now being 
pushed by the AEC. Property 
damage from such an accident 
would amount to $7 billion and 
pollute an area the size of Penn­ 
sy lv ania and New J ersey . The 
newer reactors, according to the 
guarded statement of Glenn Sea- 
borg, chairman of the AEC, are 
more—not less—dangerous than 
the old ones. 
Accidents aside, nuclear pow­ 
er plants emit readioactiv e ma­ 
terial 
into 
the 
atmosphere 
through their stacks and taint 
the water of the riv ers near 
which these plants must be con­ 
structed. That this is a real dan­ 
ger has been stated by Mal­ 
colm Peterson, M.D., Ph.D., in 
his warning, as paraphrased by 
Mr. Widman, that “ we are ex ­ 
posing ourselv es needlessly to 
radioactiv e ex posure before we 
are fully cognizant of the con­ 
sequences. In case of enemy at­ 
tack or sabotage, nuclear react­ 
ors w'ould become v ast bombs 
that could obliterate cities.” 
There is, further, the problem 
of 
nuclear 
waste 
materials 
turned out by these plants. Mr. 
Widman understates the case 
when he say s that this waste, 
which liv es forev er, “ is prob­ 
ably the most dangerous sub­ 
stance in the history ' of man-

lethal contents ov er the coun­ 
try side. 
According to the Atomic En­ 
ergy Act, one of these $7 billion 
accidents would offer the public 
little 
protection. 
The 
gov ern­ 
ment would be responsible for 
$56 0 million in damages, and 
the companies building the re­ 
actors would be held blameless. 
For those whose property is de­ 
stroy ed, there would be “ no re­ 
course.” The UMW's Mr. Wid­ 
man sums it up succinctly :

6 0s’ Sex Rev olution 
Isn’t the First One

Miniskirts, bikinis, topless enter­ 
tainment, the bolder treatment of 
sex in nov els and mov ies, the 
Pill, the driv e for liberalized abor­ 
tion laws — a host of dev elop­ 
ments must conv ince the most 
casual observ er of the times that 
sweeping 
changes 
are 
taking 
place in the American society . 
Whether these changes add up 
to a Sex ual Rev olution, with the 
capital letters its chroniclers hav e 
endowed it with, is another ques­ 
tion. 
It is a safe estimate that 9 0 per 
cent of the “ rev olution” must be 
discounted as taking place in the 
imagination, 
chiefly 
the 
male 
imagination. Though the remain­ 
ing 10 per cent is still a pretty 
significant figure, our age may 
not be as rev olutionary as we 
like to think. 
We forget that it was during the 
staid and prudish 19 th century 
that free lov e communities were 
established in the United States. 
(Today , 
ev en 
Play boy ’s 
Hugh 
Hefner frowns on free lov e.) 
In 1872, in fact, Victoria Wood- 
hull, a free lov e adv ocate, who 
certainly had the wrong first 
name, became the first woman to 
run for president. And it was in 
the last century that poly gamy 
was institutionalized in one state. 
It is a good question who was 
or is the more unhealthily sex - 
obsessed or repressed — the Vic­ 
torians with their denial that such 
a thing as sex ex isted on the one 
hand and their toleration of wide­ 
spread prostitution on the other, 
or we with our enlightened talk, 
talk, talk about sex on the one 
hand and, on the other, the atti­ 
tude shared by the modern bun­ 
ny girl and her male admirers: 
“ Look all y ou want but don’t dare 
touch.” 
There ought to be a better 
choice than between a race of 
hy pocrites and a generation of 
v oy eurs. 
Each age is certain that its 


problems are unique and that it li 
wntnessmg the fmal decline of 
morality . But psy chologists and 
sociologists. w’ho grind out v olume 
after v olume and 
article 
after 
article on the subject, are unable 
to point to any profound altera­ 
tion of behav ior among y oung 
people that threatens society . 
Whatev er change there is seems 
to be a freer acceptance of pre­ 
marital relations between a man 
and woman — but only if accom­ 
panied by lov e and a strong sense 
of “ commitment” to each other. 
And in this, we are merely catch­ 
ing up with a pattern that has al­ 
way s been present in certain oth­ 
erwise conserv ativ e 
Old 
World 
cultures and was known ev en 
among our own 
ancestors 
who 
practiced “ bundling.” 
Despite our surface enlighten­ 
ment, many marriage counselors 
agree that sex ual incompatibility , 
often stemming from ingrained 
guilt feelings about sex , is respon­ 
sible for more mamage failures 
than money or any other factor. 
For all the emancipation 
of 
women, the double standard still 
reigns. The adv ice-to-the-lov elorn 
columns still emphatically teach 
that the girl who surrenders to 
the world, the flesh and the deni 
must pay for it. And. of course, 
she does, for society makes sura 
that she does. 
Yet in a v ery real wav society 
is changing. Americans are ack­ 
nowledging and discussing this im­ 
mensely powerful force in human 
life more honestly than they ev er 
hav e. They are attempting to ar­ 
riv e at a more balanced accep­ 
tance of it, and it is not surpris­ 
ing that in their eagerness they 
occasionally push the pendulum 
too far to the other side. 
But a rev olution? It is only 
wrhen 
people 
are 
comfortable 
enough with sex that they no long­ 
er feel they hav e to talk about it 
that we will know that the rev olu­ 
tion has truly arriv ed.
